CHINESE -ASSETS 


The report from Washing- 
ton yesterday that the U.S. 
government - is. working to 
prevent $500,000,000 of assets 
held in America by Chinese 
citizens from falling into the 
hands of the Communists, 
comes as a logical conclusion 
to current events. The Reds 
are well aware of these over- 
seas holdings, and might 
take action to sequester such 
an attractive quota of hard 
currency, if it were possible 
te do so, as soon as they 
have succeeded in forming a 
reconnised government. 

From the American point 
of view it would be fatuous 


to allow this money to pass; 
if | premises 


inte Communist hands 
they could prevent it. Whe- 
ther Mao's regime will re- 
ceive dollar aid to rebuild 
China‘’s economy remains to 
be seen, although it seems 
unlikely at the moment. If 
a loan should ever be grant- 
ed, for trade or policy rea- 
sons, it would be subject to 
very definite conditions, not 
only -because of new China’s 
ideology, but also in view of 
the State Department's dis- 
illusioning experiences when 
the Nationalists were in 
power. : 
Investigation has shown, 
however, that: Chinese funds 
in the States are very clever- 
ly concealed, often ‘being 
linked up with a series of 
persons and __ organisations, 
and held under false names. 
It seems unlikely that any- 
one except the investors 
will ever lay hands on this 
wealth. The Nationalists 
were often blamed for not 
taking drastic . measures’ 
against the privately owned 
‘assets of its own citizens, to 
strengthen its armed forces, 
but it is now realised that 
they would have had an al- 
most impossible task, even 
had the willingness existed. 
It is known that much of 
this money was obtained’ in 
the most illegal ways, by 
flagrant conversion of public 
funds, “misappropriation of 
ECA dollars, withholding of 
food, pay and supplies to the 
army, appalling (and ac- 
tually traitorous) manipula- 
tion of currency on a wild- 
ly inflationary market—to 
five a few examples. “Some 
of the biggest men have got 
away with several millions 
of U.S. dollars apiece, and 
they are “unworried “about 
the unsavoury methods by 
which it was abtained. 
Quite probably the People’s 
State will hgitate for the re- 
turn of these vast sums, and 


even if they know this is ; 


futile, it will be a good pro- 
paganda point for use against 
‘the “capitalist imperialists” 
who are retaining wealth 
which should be used for the 

benefit of the proletarian.

I hear from Paris that we can 
expect some + far-reaching pro- 
posals from the working party set 
up by QOEEO to £o into tha 
possibility of the exchange pf 
technical knowledge between the 
United Statea and the Marshall 
Aid countries. At the head of the 
working arty is the burly, 
dynamic figure of Dr. Alexander 
King, the United Kingdom's re- 
presentative, who has not only 
tabled detailed recommendations, 
but—impatient of merely pious 
protestations — has worked out 
specific means of clreulating and 
indexing information. 


This kind of work is very much 
Dr. King's cup of ten. Hp holds, 
among other appointnicnts, that 
of Scientific Director to the office 
of the Lord President of the 
Council, and was for five years 
the head of our scientific mission 
to Washington, where he built up 
a’ romarkablo Anglo-American 
common poo] of acientfile know- 
ledge.

Tanava, Cxechoslovakia, August 14. 

A suddenly imposed transport blockade failed to stop 
- the Roman Catholic Church from conducting 
elaborate ceremonies for the Consecration of 

two new Bishops hero today. - ae 
Despite the fact that virtually all methods of public 
transport into this city were suddenly cut off, 
some 6,000 Catholics witnessed the ceremonies 
. in Tanava's biggest church. Three thousand 
crowded into the. building and the rest stood 


outside. 


In conducting this big moct and its attendant pil- ; 


grimage, the Church 


hierarchy had defied a 


government order that all church mectings 
and pilgrimages must obtain prior government 


approval. ; 

The church had also not sub- 
mitted the names of the new 
Bishops for government approval. 

Because of this, many Czech 
and Slovak Catholics had been 
opprehensive of state  Interfer- 
ence with the ceremonies. 

Church officials sald they had 
expected at least double the at- 
tendance. 

But many pedple evuld not 
get there on foot so the congrega- 
tion was made up mostly of 
Tanava residents. 


No Disturbance 

The consecration ceremonies 
went through without distur- 
bance. There were no uni- 
formed police to be ecen Inside 
or outside the church and no 
people wearlng Communist 

Party buttons Sere seen In the 

congregation. 

Churches were flag-bedecked 
and all the Czech and Slovak 
Bishops were present—except the 
nation's Primate, Archbishop 
Josef Beran of Prague, who re- 
mained in his police guarded 
palace in Prague. 

Archbishop Josef Matocha of 
Olomouc in Moravia was the 
consecrating Bishop for the cere- 
monies In St Nicholas' Church. 

The Bishops he consecrated 
were Monsignor Ambrosius 
Lazik, who has been serving as 
Apostolic Administrator of 
Tanava, and Monsignor Robert 
Pobozny, who has been Capitular 
Vicar of Roznava. 

The Vatican contended that by 
appointing them titular bishops 
instead of Bishops in residence, 
it wns not required to seek prior 
government approval for the ap- 
pointments. 

The trouble which beset this 
church festival occurred on the 
roads leading to Tanava, a city 
of about 30,000 about 30 miles 
North East of Bratislava, capital 
of Slovakia,. Tanava is called 
the Slovak Rome. 

In Bratislava, pilgrims were 
told this moming that no trains 
were stopping at Tanava today 
because of technical reasoris. 

Peopie who boarded -the morn- 
Ing train hoping to get to Tanava 
found that it: took. them. to 
Leopolddov, 20 kilometres fur- 
ther North. 


No Buses 
There were no buses avall- 
able In Bratislava for unex- 
plained reasons. On other 

Sundays they operated. Taxi 

drivers refused to take fares 

who gave Tanava as thelr 
destination. 

A. correspondent waited 
hour on the road and finally 
managed to stop a crowded bus 
which came from a small Slovak 
village. It was filled with Slovak 
women in native costumes. They 
prayed loudly throughout the 20- 
kilometre ride.
